And de do 
Charge and Require all His Pajeſties Subjects from hencefor ward not to 
Harbour, Entertain, Aberc, Cyeriſh or Alſiſt the laid Perſons, or any of 
them; Nor to permit them, or any of them to come nico, or abide or 
Lodge in their Houſes, nor to furniſh them, or any of them with Provi- 
flons, Meat, Drink, or any other things Wwhacſoever, upon the pains and 
Penalties that are to be Inflicced on them for ſo doing, by Uertue of the 
ſaid late Ad of Paritament, after Puvlick Notice in this Manner given :o 
the Contrary ; or other the Laws and Statutes of this Realm. Which 
We do hereby Command all Judges of the Aſſize, and Magiſtrates. from 


the Contrary at their Peril.
